‘The typical victim of acquaintance rape is 
between the ages of 15 and 25, according to 
MasyLarsen,aspokeswoman fromthe YWCA's 
Women Against Violence Program. 

“Inmostcases, the occurrence takes place in 
the sapist’s home er car,” she sald. 

Larsen spoke Tuesday in the Student Center 
Batlroom on die issue of acquaintance sape as 
part of the Lunchtime Speaker Series, spon- 
sored by UNO's Student Programming Organi- 
zation. 

She said many victims never file a formal 
complaint with law enforcement agencies, 

“The frequency of date rape is much higher 
than is seported,” Larsen said, “Statistics can be 
very misicading due to the fact that sexual 
assduliscanbe classifiedina variety of different 
ways.” 

Larsen told the audience that victims should 
immediately talk with professionals who can 
facilitate the healing process, Even the victims’ 
families and close friends should seck profes- 
sional advice, since they can be affected by the 
incidents, 

“Too often, sexual assaults are trivialized ar 
made light of,” she said. “Yet the only crime 
more violent that can be committed against an 
individual is murder.”

She said common senscis the best form of rape 
prevention. 

“Use very plain and assertive language tolet 
othess know how you feel,” she said, “and 
alwaysbeincontrolofyourcnvironment, Don't 
place yourselfinacompromising situationor go 
into an area where no one could hear your 
screams.” 

Larsen said men must become part of tie 
solution to change socicty’s attitudes and re- 
forming legislation. She said she sees sexism 
and racism as obstacles to eliminating costly 
and time-consuming court procedures. 

About 10 percent of calls handled by the 
¥YWCA rape hotlines, Larsen said, alsodisclose 
many Men are the victims of sernal assautt. 

She said a 24-hour crisis tine is available to 
provide information and support. For further 
information, call 345-7273.

Anewconstitutlonfor UNO’ sNative Amari- 
can Students Association (NASA), including a 
name change, has been tabled by the Student 
Scnate’s Rules Committce until further notice. 

The commilice was scheduled toreview he 
proposedconstitution Wednesday, according to 
Senate Speaker Andria Palmesano, [fapproved 
by theRulesCommitice, theconstitution would 
go before the Senate for final approval. 

“At this ime, no final action is being taken, 
andthe committceissimply looking intoit,’she 
said. “We have a lot of things going on in 
committee right now, so there’s nothing un- 
usual about that.” 

Palmesano said the constitution issue will 
not likely be discussed until the new Senate 
takes office. The last meeting of the cument 
Senate will benext Thursday. Elections fornew 
Senate members will be held Oct. 20 and 21. 


The new constitution was written because 
the current constitution, written in 1988, had 
enly one signature of approval, according to 
Amy Bellows, advisorof studeatorganizations, 
At Icast five signatures from Student Govern- 
ment and the administmuon are necded for 
approval, she sald, 

“Inessenice, theold constitutionisnotlogiti- 
mate, although the legitimacy of NASA has 
never been argued,” Bellows said, About 25 
students are members of NASA, she said, 

The new constitution, written during the 
summer by NASA president Louise Miller, 
more clearly defines the goats and purposes of 
the group, Bellows said, 

“T've looked at it and it’s more straight- 
forward, more direct conceming job responsi- 
bilities for officers, Louise did have the author- 
ity to write it herself,” Bellows said. 

Included in the new constitution, Bellows

She said she has since watched in amazement at the rapid 
succession of intemational events that have taken place. 
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Cabte News Network (CNN) anchor Catherine Crier said she 
has always admired the power of visionaries. 

“Growing up, Ihad my heroes like Spencer Tracy inthe classic 
film ‘Inherit the Wind,’ and Gregory Peck playing the role of a 
lawyer in ‘To Kill A Mockingbird,’” she said, “These were the 
fellows who could literally change the course of human destiny 
through the power of their words. We all need the visionarics; 
those who can tcach us about frecdom and democracy.” 

Cricrmadethoseremarks toan audience ofneatly 1,000atthe 
ABC (Academy, Business and Community) Lecture Series 
Tuesday. The address was sponsored by UNO’s College of 
Continuing Studics and various corporations. 

Following a brief logal career, Crier became the youngest 
person ever to be elected a Texas judge. 

She confessed to being mislead by such dreams, “but Isoon 
dlscovered that I really had no idea of the power we all possess, 
until joining CNN in 1989." 

For example, she said fellow anchor Bernie Shaw had gone 
to cover a summit conference in Chinain 1989, and wound up 
inthe middicof asevolution, While students were being shotin 
Tianamen Square, the cameras remained in place, bringing 
these scenes to millions of American homes. 


“We live in an age of ‘info-minment,’” Crier said. “Our 
presidential candidates are taught to present the issues in nine- 
second sound bites, yet cable subscriptions have soared follow- 
ing the incidents in China and during the Persian Gulf War.” 

She said she admires the nameless thousands who believe in 
truth and justice enough to pursuc in their own tiny contribu- 
tions, Inspired by the actions of a few, Csier pointed out how 
these masses come together to win independence, reform and 
revolutionary change. 

“And, yet, while all of this is going on, we are facing crises 
of epic proportions in this nation. We live in an age where 
knowledgeandcommunicationhas become the ‘new gold,’ but 
we are a country of functional illiterates,” she said, 

Cricr sald she is haunted by Gightening images of an 
America ill-prepared to carry democracy through the "903 
decade and beyond. 

“Butwe'reall inthis together, The word responsibility isjust 
another word forrespond...by voting, by studying the issues, by 
attending mectings and joining committees.” 

In November, the ABC Lecture Series will feature author 
Caroline Bird, who will speak on “New Ways to Work After

‘Pro-choice’ for slavery, Tara? 

Dear Editor: 

Would Tara Muir have been pro-stavery in the Civil War 
days?

Inthe Oct. 6 Gateway, Muir conveniently threw the assump- 
tion into her editorial that pro-lifers are racist as if it were a given. 
I was raised with an adopted African American brother. I 
consider many blacks my friends, and I love them just as much 


"as any white friends. I am a dichard multiculturalist. And I am 


pro-life, 

But if you are so determined to link pro-life convictions with 
racism in order to force your own views upon the rights of the 
fetus, the least that can be expected is an honest comparison. 

The arguments forabortion are soclose tothearguments used 
for slavery as to make your skin cmwi. Let's take a look: 

The fetus is not a human life. The self-prociaimed phifoso- 
phers of die times of slavery used Darwinism as reasoning 
enough to proclaim that the blacks were closer to apes than to 
human beings-—~ and certainly notcomparable to teinteRigence 
of white people. Human fetuses today are also being called “tess 
than human.” 

It was a preposterous notion then, just as it is a preposterous 
notion now to say that the human fetus is not human. Anyone 
denying that has a grossly blunted perception of reality. 

Outlawing abortion is an infringement on a woman's body. 
The slave keepers used to consider their slaves property. The

to property and erode the power of the South. 

The frecing ofthe slaves wasnetan oppressive move over the 
rights of the South; it was a move to protect the blacks. People 
against abortion are not oppressing women, either. They are 
protecting the defenseless unborn. For that matter, I know many 
more women who are pro-life than men, and all women are not 
pro-choice any more than afl Confederates were pro-slavery.

They used it to distract from the issue of slavery 
and to discredit those who opposed it. Then they accused these 

“arrogant self-righteous people” of forcing their bleeding-heart 
beliefs in the rights of the black man onto the more reasonable 
South. Slavery had, after all, existed since the beginning of time, 
right? — Like some say about abortion. 

Ktisalla gameof propaganda. Inthose daysit was used against 
the slaves to justify subjugating them, torturing them and often 
killing them. Today it is used to justify killing again. Tara Muir 
and Steven Melntyre are just jumping on the bandwagon. 

Though the reatity of the Republicans’ altruism may not 
have been perfect and pure in the days before the Civil War, 
it was their moral convictions which led to the release of the 
staves. Most Republicans and many others maintain those 
same convictions, and they are just as legitimate for the 
unborn today. These Republicans have remained consistent 
and have not departed from the same values which detested 
slavery. Have you? 

Maybe Tara Muir would have been “pro-choice” for slavery, 
which can’t be confused with “pro-slavery.” (“I would never 
have a slave myself, but I wouldn't feel sight denying property 
sights to...)

But I have my reservations about re- 
learning the history surrounding the famed voy- 
age of the Niifa, Pinta and Santa Maria, particu- 
lurly from a group of hot-headed, finger-point- 
ing ninnics who want to place the blame on one 
individual. 
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After all, wasn’t Columbus a man of his 
time? Shouldn’twejudgehim according tothe 
erahe was living in rather than hold his actions 
up to the candlelight of today’s belicis? 

We're taiking of a man who existed when 
the plague still haunted whole cities and coun- 
trysides, when doctors thought that health and 
disposition were determined by humors of the 
body. 

He lived in a socicty when many city fami- 
lies of the Christian faith owned one or two 
slaves, Most of them of Stavic descent.

greenery and blooming flowers amazed him, as 
did the native residents he encountered. 

“Themenand women,” he wrote, “gonaked 
as they were born in the world. They are well 
shaped and with agreeable features... These 
men are in truth a fine race.” 

Indecd, Columbus believed they wouldmake 
great Christians: “I gave tiem athousand good, 
pleasing things which 2had bought, inorder that 
they might be fond of us, and furthermore, 
might be made Christians and be inclined tothe 
love and service of their Higtinesses and of the 
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kings whoruled over them and played them like 
pawns on a chess board. Copernicus, 
Michelangelo, da Vinci —- the sceds of the 
Renaissance werejust beginning tosproutatthe 
time Columbus journeyed west. 

We're also speaking of a man who did not 
know where his travels would take him, He had 
hoped he would find a new trade route to 
Cathay, but he was doing what no one (that he 
knew of) had done before. 

In fact, when he set foot on the island of San 
Salvador, he thought he was somewhere just 
cast of the Orient, Lite did he realize he had 
come across acontinentnowhere near where he 
wanted to go. 

The breathtaking landscape with its lush 
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main Maw in his plan: the attempt toconvert the 
indigenous peoples. When later they resisted 
such attempis, Columbus, as well as those who 
followed him into the “New World,” resorted to 
subjugation as well as extermination. 

Which begs the question: should Columbus 
be held accountable for the actions of the con- 
querors who came after him? ‘Yes, he did come 
to the Americas first. Yes, he did introduce 
Europe toa“new” land full of readily exploitable 
resources. Yes, he himself used violence to get 
what he wanted. Yes, he and his crew even 
introduced new diseases into the native popula- 
tion. 

But he lived in a time when that very thing 
happened, not just in America but also across 
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Europe, Asia and Afsica. They didn’t ask po- 
litely for gold; thatis, untess the enemy was as 
strong or stronger than them. It didn’t matter if 
they were Spanish or Aztec -— they saw, they 
came, dicy conquered. 

As for Cortez, Pizarro and the rest of the 
gang, Columbus cannot be held guilty for their 
atrocitics. 

Firstofall, ifhebadn’ tencounteredihe Ameri- 
casin 1492, someonecise would havedonesoand 
soon, The time wasright; economies were picking 
way than to conquer new lands? 

Secondly, the conquistadors were their own 
persons, with the minds and wills to do what 
they wanted. Columbus never pleaded with 
them to destroy whole nations, nor did he force 
them to, 

Yes, the Inca civilization perished. Yes, the 
natives of North America were forced from 
their homes by European settlers. Yes, all of 
these tragedies occurred. But Columbus cannot 
be ble for all of this, just as he cannot be 
ctl i the founding of a future republic 
called the United States. 

What Columbus did in the past can never be 
changed nor can it be redressed. There is no 
excuse for the wavesties and injustices that 
occurred, even if he thought what he did was 
right. 

However, if we are to judge him, we should 
not do so by the morals we hold today, but 
instead by the era he lived in 500 years ago. So 
belicves a white male.

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It wasenly amatter of time, From the clubs of Detroit, across 
the Atlantic to England, and now back to the Statcs — Techno 
ts the latest rave, literally. 

American dance clubs in major cities have been saturated 
with dhe technosound, and now the sound has spread to Omaha. 

Thanks to“Raving Mad Productions,” Omaha has begun the 
energetic cycle ofraving, Omahalocals, ‘Crusan’ Susan Cirian, 
EVA, D.R. and professional techne-conductor G3 have put 
together an activity that is safe, responsible and a great altema- 
tive to doing the same old thing in Omaha, 

This dance called thie “rave” could be described as a floating 
dance club starting around 9 p.m. or 10 p.m. and ending at 
sunrise, The music known as ‘techno’ is accompanied by fog 
machines, strobe Ights, lasers, video imagery projected onto 


large sercens, and the unrelenting beat of te music, 

“Visuals aro very important; something to gaze at while you 
dance the night away. It ercates a sensation,” G3 sald. 

Where conventional house or dance music is usually around 
120 beats perminute (BPM), technotakesoff. Atastandardrave, 
one might hear songs ranging from 130 to 145 BPM. This 
melody free type of sound is very beat heavy and has been 
dubbed the ‘disco ef the °90s,” 

Byusingdigitalsampling, subliminal beatsandothersounds, 
teclino has become the hit of American clubs. This high-enengy 
dance sound scems to appeal to diverse groups; fans of dance, 
hip-hop, rock or grunge may all enjoy the atmosphere and high 
query of rave, 

Unlike a concert, this type of event is bascd on audience 


participation. Everyone participates in the “trance dance” to the 
sounds of the musical conductor. 

“Forme, moving over here from England, there was no rave 
scene and I wanted there to be one,” G3 said. “So the only way 
thaz it was going to happen ts if we ereated it, and we thought 
there would be people out dere that would follow along.”

Welk, who has done the lighting for 
“Flanagan’s Dream,” and Julia Curtis, profes- 
sor of theater at UNO, spurred him on topursue 
his writing, Rodasky said. 

“They encouraged me to expand and find 
myself as a writer, and here we are,” Rodasky 
said, 

Afier writing a number of short plays — 
several of which have been recognized by the 
Theater Arts Guild —Rodasky tumed his atten- 
tion toa work about Father Flanagan and Boys 
Town. 

“I knew their 75th anniversary was coming 
up, and I thought it was an appropriate time to 
tell astory. I wanted to give Boys Town alittle 
bisthday present, sol said, ‘Let’s take you back 
toyourroots.’ Who was thisman? Who was this 
person who made such a difference?” 

Also, Rodasky said, “Why not celebrate 
some good things, like people loving one an- 
other and caring for one another? Why not 
celebrate that trough song and dance? Father 
Flanagan had all those obstacles he was up 
against, and he never gave wp, even though his 
own church wasn’t backing him.” 

Keating, who received six Tony Award 
nominations for his production “Starmites,” 
was in Omaha when that show was performed 
ata high school, Rodasky said. They met, and 
two years later, their collaboration on 
“Flanagan’s Dream” became a reality. 

Although his script was completed in De- 
cember 1991, Rodasky said Boys Town did not 
comunit to the project until April of this year, at 


which time he asked Keating if he might be 
ready for a fall opening. 

‘Hesaid, ‘It’simpossible, butl’m willing to 
(ry it.’ Barsy wrote all the music this summer, 
which he spent with me here in Omaha. We 
worked day and night. Our philosophies were 
somuchalike; wejust gelled together instantly. 
It just worked. [t's just a miracle that this 
worked,” Rodasky said, 

Onasombernoteabout“Fianagan’sDream,” 
Rodasky said, “Leok at the problems in the 
play: child abuse, neglect, homelessness, 
womcn's issues, The play issctright before the 
tightto vote. All those problemsarosullaround 
today, 75 years Later.” 

Ona more cheerful note, Rodasky said he is 
elated to be working with so many artists from 
UNO. 

“What I think is wonderful, besides this 
being allOmahapeopleexcept for Barry, is that 
this show started out as my master’s thesis at 
UNO and that so many UNO people are in- 
volved, I think it’s a tibute to what's going on 
at UNO.” 

Rodasky saidof Welk, UNO faculty mem- 
ber and lighting designer, “It's so great thathe 
got to light this show. First, he’s the best 
lighting director in the Midwest. Second, he 
was my advisor, and he really encouraged me 
to go on with this project.” 

Having seen four performances of his work, 
Rodasky said be is exhilarated. 

“Flanagan's Dream’ is tuly my dream, and 
its all come true thanks to about 20 volunteers, 
friends without whom I could never have done 
this, people who have spent hours helping me 
put this whole thing together.” 

As he prepares for the second weekend of 
performances, Rodasky has already been ap- 
proached by several producers from New York 
City and Seattle, Wash, andis expecting addi- 
tiona! out-of-town visitors for the next perfor- 
maces. 

But beyond that, other aspects of having 
seen his project come to fruition gladden him, 
he said. 

“Ifone person writes me 10 years from now, 
and says, ‘I did this in my life, f accomplished 
this because I saw that show, and I saw thatone 
personcan makeadifference,’ I'd say allof this 
is word it.

American Leonard Peltier who has becn imprisoned for the 
past 16 years after being convicted of murdering two federal 
agents, was produced and narrated by Robert Redford. 

Apted spoke about the film from his home in Las Ange- 
les, 

“] was interested in making a very detalted film, and yct, 
within the detail, you get a very big picture of how the 
United Statcs government ever 300 ycars has treated the 
American Indian. I chought this was aterrific opportunity to 
have a very specific look at a some issue which I thought 
would then have a real resonance, “he said. 

. Inadditton, Apted said, “I was very moved by what had 

happened to Leonard, It was an on-going problem — the 
man is still in prison, soone wasn’ tdealing with a pure piece 
of history; one was dealing with an active event.” 

He said further, “I only made the film for one reason; I 
didn’ emake the film tomake alotofmoncy oreven for large 
audiences to see it. I only made the film to draw people's 
attention; people in influential positions or people who 
could exercise influence to get Leonard at least a new trial 
or at least have some hearings or something. 

“I wanted to re-open the case. I didn’t fcel that I could 
live with the idea of this guy just sitting, rotting in 
Leavenworth, and no one paying attention to it,” he said. 

Apted said Redford played a crucial role in the produc- 
tion of the film. 

“His involvement was clear. The film would never have 
been made without bis, and he was also very instrumental 
in the sclling of the film. It was his name and his presence 
that gotita strong theatrical release. He raised the moncy to 
mike the film, and it’s very hard raising money for docu- 
mentary films.”

Afier two years in the Califomia sun, the band released its 
second cffortcalled “Coming Into Beauty.” [tisabatchofpop 
songs that have a different feeling from nommal pop music.

“Like A Brick” is one of the best tracks in the set. It’s a 
small intimate song that focuses, literally, ona basic building 
block of the world.

Tue Mavs, 2-3 overall and 0-3 in the North Central Confer- 
ence (NCC), will be without the services of their top two 
quarterbacks as they host the Mankato State University (SU) 
Mavericks Saturday night. 

Quarterback Josh Luedike, who separatcd his left shoulder 
carly inthe Mavs’ 36-28 lossto Augustana, and BrianMcDonnell, 
Luedike’s replacement who injured his knee in last week's 21- 
Oloss to South Dakota State, are finished for the season. 

“Josh will definitely require surgery,” Mav Offensive Coar- 
dinator Chuck Osberg said. 

“The doctors found out that, in addition to his shoulder, be 
alsohad a rotator cuff tear, He’ll probably undergo surgery next 
week,” he said, 

For McDonnell, who ruptured a knee ligament in 1990, 
lightning has struck twice. 

“Brian ruptured the same knee ligament that he did before. 
They are waiting for the swelling to go down before they do 
surgery, but icy are definitely going to do it,” Osberg said. 

Sophomore Rodney Brown, a former quarterback who con- 
verted to running back at the start of this season, has retumed to 
quarterback and will get the starting nod against Mankato State. 

“Brown's mobility is his stength,” said Osberg. 

“OF our quarterbacks, Josh probably had the least mobility, 
and McDonnell had alittle bit more than Josh. Redney has more 
than both of them and an extremely strong arm, too,” he said. 

Backing up Brown will be junior John Young. The two 
combined have completed three out of four passes for 27 yards. 

Mankato State, 4-1 overall and 2-1 in NCC action, lost to St. 
Cloud State 7-0 Saturday for its first loss of the season. The 
Huskies scored on a41-yard pass play with 11 seconds leftin the
